Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1952. 

This  is  the  eighty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Hospi- 
tal Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  San- 
atorium Division,  and  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  June  6,  1952, 
by  election  of  Richard  J.  Condon  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 
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In  May,  Mr.  Henry  E.  Foley  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  term  ending  April  30,  1957. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $10,845,636.28.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $9,267,687.36  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $728,007.60  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $735,465.24  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  and  $114,476.08  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$216,414.80,    $192,609.17   is   included   in   the   hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $15,149.04  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $8,656.59  in  the  South  Department  ex- 
penditures.    The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike 
Memorial  Laboratory,  $159,369.93,  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures.     Of  the  $428,220.51,  total 
amount  spent    on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic    De- 
partment, $231,239.08  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper; 
$192,699.23     to     the     Out-Patient     Department     and 
$4,282.20  on  account  of  the  South  Department.     Of  the 
total   amount   spent   on   the   Department   of   Physical 
Therapeutics,  $37,236.27,  $14,894.51  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $22,341.76  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment.   Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Immunology,  $7,638,28,  $76.38  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper,  and  $7,561.90  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical  Laboratories, 
$232,066.33,    $201,897.71    is    charged    to    the    hospital 
proper,  $27,847.96  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and 
$2,320.66  to  the  South  Department.     Of  the  amount 
spent     on     the     Department     of     Surgical     Research, 
$19,650.89,  $9,825.44  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $9,825.45  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.     Of  the 
amount  spent   on   the  Department  of  Dentistry,  Oral 
Surgery  Service,  $25,441.18,  $1,017.65  is  charged  to  the 
hospital   proper,    $24,169.12    to    the    Out-Patient    De- 
partment and  $254.41  to  the  South  Department.     The 
entire  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Inhalational 
Therapy,  $3,049.14,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.     Of  the  amount  spent    on   the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Work,  $150,714.80,  $102,486.06  is  charged

to  the  hospital  proper,  $46,721.59  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  $1,507.15  to  the  South  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of 
patients,  $11,344.96,  $10,891.16  was  spent  on  the 
hospital  proper  and  $453.80  on  the  South  Department. 
In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  ex- 
cepting those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of 
$2,241,385.23.

Contracts. 

The  contract  of  Rich  Brothers  Construction  Company, 
Inc.,  dated  October  28,  1949,  for  explosion-proofing,  air- 
conditioning,  and  acoustical  work  in  the  Dowling  Build- 
ing, has  not  as  yet  been  completed  and  no  payments 
were  made  during  1952.

of  $3,547.50  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Joseph  G.  Gazzola,  Inc.,  for  painting, 
plastering,  and  wall  tile,  Gynecological  and  Maternity 
Building,  dated  November  15,  1951,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the  sum  of 
$10,695  has  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  R  &  M  Wood  Products  for  furnish- 
ing and  installing  counters,  cabinets,  sink,  etc.,  in 
Medical  1  Laboratory,  dated  December  5,  1951,  has 
been  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the 
sum  of  $1,390  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
alterations  and  additions  to  Pediatric  Building,  Pre- 
mature Baby  Unit,  John  M.  Gray  was  paid  the  sum  of 
$8,750  on  account;  this  contract  having  been  awarded 
December  14,  1951. 

The  contract  of  Salvatore  Santosuosso  for  painting, 
plastering,  and  miscellaneous  work,  Vose  House  "C," 
was  completed  and  accepted,  and  final  payment  in  the 
sum  of  $3,546  Avas  made  to  the  contractor.

The  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Company,  in  the  sum 
of  $20,460,  for  maintenance  of  Otis  elevators  and  dumb- 
waiters, dated  April  11,  1952,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $15,345  has  been  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Portland  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,040,  for  maintenance  of  Portland  elevators, 
dated  April  16,  1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed. 
The  sum  of  $1,529  was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor.

fourth  floor  laboratory,  Rooms  401  and  411 A  in  Thorn- 
dike  Building;  Neurosurgical  Operating  Room,  and 
Electrocardiograph  Room  in  Peabody  Building,  dated 
September  26,  1952  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and 
no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Atlas  Sanitary  Wall  Cleaning  Com- 
pany, in  the  sum  of  $1,137,  for  cleaning  painted  surfaces, 
walls,  ceilings,  etc.,  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  dated 
September  30,  1952,  has  been  completed  and  accepted, 
and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Burgess  &  Blacher  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $45,900,  for  alterations  and  renewals  to  roofs 
and  roofing  various  buildings,  dated  October  7,  1952, 
has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no  payments  have 
been  made. 

The  contract  of  M.  Solimando,  in  the  sum  of  $9,620, 
for  relocating  existing  sewerage  pumps  in  Dowling 
Building,  ventilating  crawl  space,  etc.,  dated  October  21, 
1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  no  payments 
have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000,  for  plastering,  painting,  and  miscel- 
laneous work  in  Surgical  Building,  dated  October  23, 
1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $4,050 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 
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The  contract  of  the  Hodge  Boiler  Works,  in  the  amount 
of  $3,671,  for  furnishing  and  installing  a  new  boiler  at 
East  Boston  Relief  Station,  dated  October  28,  1952,  has 
been  completed  and  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $3,303.90 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Excel  Metal  Cabinet  Company,  Inc., 
in  the  sum  of  $2,655,  for  furnishing  and  installing  metal 
cabinets,  counters,  and  sink  tops,  Fenwal  Laboratory, 
dated  November  7,  1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed, 
and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  R  &  M  Wood  Products,  in  the  sum  of 
$2,586.95,  for  furnishing  and  installing  five  laboratory 
working  bench  tops  in  Surgical  4  and  6,  Dowling  1  North, 
3  North,  and  4  North,  dated  November  13,  1952,  has 
been  completed  and  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $2,328.25 
paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  J.  G.  Waxman  Company,  Inc.,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,239,  for  furnishing  and  installing  metal 
cubicles  on  Ward  B,  dated  November  13,  1952,  has  been 
completed  and  accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $2,015.10  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Painting  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $3,142,  for  painting,  plastering,  and  miscel- 
laneous work  on  interior  of  East  Boston  Relief  Station, 
dated  November  17,  1952,  has  been  completed  and 
accepted,  and  the  sum  of  $2,827.80  paid  on  account  to 
the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Parkman  Construction  Company,  in 
the  sum  of  $62,170,  for  alterations  to  basement  of 
Maternity  Building  to  provide  for  Central  Work  Room, 
dated  December  11,  1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed, 
and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $4,095  was  paid  on 
account  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates;  this  contract 
having  been  awarded  September  11,  1952,  in  the  amount 
of  $6,217. 

The  contract  of  M.  Solimando,  in  the  amount  of 
$29,476,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  Dowling  Building 
tunnel,  overhanging  door  in  Receiving  Room  and  instal- 
lation of  new  elevator  doors  at  various  locations,  dated 
December  11,  1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and 
no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the   above   contract,    the   final   payment   of    $2,947.60 
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was  made  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates;  this  contract 
having  been  awarded  September  11,  1952. 

The  contract  of  W.  E.  Smith  Company,  Inc.,  in  the 
sum  of  $1,390,  for  repairing  north  chimney,  dated 
December  31,  1952,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and 
no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

A.     Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of 

Men  Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $66,175.33  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1953, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$166,175.33.  During  the  year  1952  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $2,702.39  for  care  of  conva- 
lescent men  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1953,  $1,541,870.38  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Sears.
